PUBLIC CONFERENCE ON EGYPTIAN ART AT CMA DURING PHARAOHS EXHIBITION 

Saturday, March 9, 1996, 8:30-5:00 

(Cleveland, OH) — Several of modern Egyptology’s greatest scholars will present their most recent 
work on ancient Egyptian kingship, art, and technology in "Pharaohs," a conference on March 9, 
from 8:30 am through 5 pm, in Gartner Auditorium at the Cleveland Museum of Art all day. 
Participants include Cleveland favorites Arielle Kodoff, Larry Berman, and Betsy Bryan, who 
collaborated to create the record-breaking 1992 exhibition Egypt’s Dazzling Sun: Amenhotep HI 
and His World. Registration is $30 ($20 for museum members, seniors, and students with ID) 
and includes all sessions plus a closing reception. 

Registration will be by mail only, by March 1; walk-in registrations will be accepted on 
conference day on a space-available basis. Discount accommodations are available locally by 
calling the Glidden House at 216/231-8900. The conference is presented in conjunction with the 
major exhibition Pharaohs: Treasures of Egyptian Art from the Louvre (February 11 - April 14, 
1996), organized by Dr. Berman; conference registration includes exhibition admission. 

Following registration and greetings from museum director Robert P. Bergman, the 
conference begins with an introduction by Dr. Berman, assistant curator of ancient art at the 
museum and organizer of the Pharaohs exhibition. Speakers are: Lanny D. Bell, associate 
professor of Egyptology at the University of Chicago, on "Mythology and Iconography of Divine 
Kingship in Ancient Egypt"; Betsy Bryan, Alexander Badawy professor of Egyptian art and 
archaeology at Johns Hopkins University, on "How to Make a King, or Portraiture in Ancient 
Egypt"; James A. Harrell, professor of geology at the University of Toledo, on "Sources and 
Varieties of Stones Used for Sculptures in Ancient Egypt"; and Mark E. Lehner, research 
associate at the Harvard Semitic Museum, "On the Face of the Sphinx." Arielle P. Kozloff will 
lead the discussion afterward. Midday lunch is $18 in addition to registration price. 

The Cleveland Museum of Art was the site of a major international conference on the art 
of the reign of Amenhotep III in 1987. As a newcomer to the Cleveland staff, Dr. Berman edited 
the papers presented at that symposium for publication as The Art of Amenhotep III: Art Historical 
Analysis.
